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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 


1. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected because is unclear what is meant by "selected 
from... consisting of second to fourth compounds... fifth to ninth compounds 
...represented by the general formulas and tenth to twelfth compounds ... 
represented by general formulas (5) to (7). It is unclear because the formulas are 
labeled (5) to (7) but the claim is referring to them as tenth to twelfth compounds. 

Claim 16 is rejected because it is unclear what is meant by "(b) an ion conductor 
receiving therein said first and second electrodes". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 


(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the - 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language.

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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b)/(e) as being anticipated by 
Heider et al. (EP 1 035 612 or 6,548,212). 

Heider et al. "212 teaches in column 14, line 49 to column 16, line 22, an 
electrochemical cell containing an electrolyte comprising a lithium containing conductive 
salt and at least one organic alkali metal salt as an additive such as lithium 
bis[oxalato(2-)0,0 5 ]borate, an anode, a cathode and a separator. Heider et al. Also 
teaches a secondary lithium battery comprising the electrolyte. Heider et al. teaches in 
column 6, lines 52-65, that electrolytes that can be used are LiPF6, LiCI04, 
LiN(CF3S02)2, etc. Heider et al. teaches in Example 1 , that the electrolyte were 
solutions of LiPF6 in EC/DMC (1:1) containing 1% and 5% based on the weight of 
LiPF6 of a lithium borate salt. 
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4. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Heider 
etal. (US 2001/0033964). 

Heider et al. teaches on page 8, a battery or supercapacitor comprising an 
electrochemical cell comprising an electrolyte comprising at a borate salt and another 
conductive salt. Heider et al. teaches on page 7, Example 3, the conductive salt can be 
a lithium borate salt, LiPF6 t Li[N(S02CF3)2]. 


5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b), 

6. Claims 1 -8 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 5-9 of U.S. Patent No. 09/969,127. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because independent claim 1 of the instant invention claims the same

invention as dependent claim 5 of U.S. Patent No. 09/969,127 depending from claim 1.
